On Friday morning last, 16th August, two 
members of the detective force, Detective 
Sergeant Patrick McKeown and Detective 
Officer Richard Hyland, were done to death 
by guntire in the course of their duties at 
Rathgar road, That same evening the Govern- 
ment issued an Order—No. 41, under the 
Emergency Powers Order, 1940—providing for 
the trial in summary manner by commissioned 
officers of the Defence Forces of persons 
alleged to have committed certain offences 
specified in the Order. The Order further pro- 
vided, in the case of conviction, for the im- 
position and the carrying out of the death 
sentence. ! 

On Saturday the two accused men appeared 
before the Special Military Court and the 
dates of the trials were fixed. 

On Monday last, three days after the shoot- 
ing, the remains of the murdered officers were 
laid to rest, their funeral procession being 
witnessed by thousands of the populace who 
lined the streets of the capital from the 
church to Glasnevin Cemetery. 

On Tuesday evening, within four days of 
the shooting, two men—Thomas reen, 
alias Francis Hart and Patrick McGrath, 
had been tried, found guilty and sentenced to 
death for the murder. 


THE MILITARY COURT 


The Military Court, composed of three 
military officers, drawn from the five mem- 
bers of the present Special Criminal Court, 
differed in the important respect that from its 
findings there would be no appeal. The 
Court,” as the Minister, Mr. G. Boland, ex- 
plained on the second reading of the bill in 
the Senate, will be used only in the most 
extreme cases, the only sentence it can im- 
pose will be the sentence of death, and also 
the sentence will be carried out speedily if 
the Government does not decide to commute 
or remit the sentence. .

One of the most impressive features of yes- 
terday’s trial was the taking of evidence 
from this wounded survivor in the Meath 
Hospital, whither the Court adjourned for 
that purpose. Such a procedure itself em- 
phasised the gravity of the case. 

Early in the hearing the accused men had 
followed the tale with a certain alertness, 
although not taking any part save for one 
or two interjections from Patrick McGrath. 


THE COURT’S VERDICT 
When the State case closed the President 
asked each of the prisoners in turn if he 
cared to call witress, give evidence or make 
any statement, but both declined to do so.

Rumania Still 
Unyielding 


BUCHAREST, Tuesday. 


Tre great divergence between the 
proposals of Rumania and Hun- 
gary on the latter s claim to Transyl- 


vania has led to the belief here that 
the I 


urnu Severin negotiations are 
more likely to be broken off than 
resumed. 

Following the adjournment of the talks at 
midnight last night it was announced that 
the heads of the two delegations were report- 
ing personally to their Governments. The 
other members of the delegations are still at 
Turnu Severin. Hungary’s claim to practi- 
cally two-thirds of Transylvanian territory is 
descrived to-day by the official Rumanian 
Government newspaper, Rumania, as 
enormous, inconceivable and ridiculous.“ 
A just and final understanding, the news- 
paper asserts, can be reached only on the 
hasis of an exchange of populations and the 
cession ot frontier territory sufficient to settle 
the 1,350,000 Hungarians at present in 
Rumania. The sole possibility of Rumania 
agreeing to cede territory to Hungary, it is 
considered here, is on a basis of minority 
transfers. 

Rumania’s counter-proposals offer part of 
four frontier .“stricts and a reciprocal ex- 
change of populations. This means in effect 
that Rumania offers about one-fifth of Hun- 
gary's territorial demands and the transfer 
of 500.000 people instead of 3,700,000, who 
would be exchanged under the Hungarian 
demand. 

Meanwhile the conclusion oí an agreement 
ceding Southern Dobruja to Bulgaria is 
expected as a result of the discussions be- 
tween the Rumanian and Bulgarian delega- 
tions which are proceeding at Craiova. The 
atmosphere at — talks, it is stated, is 
favourable and friendly. General agreement 
on the cession has already been reached, it 
is reported, and the discussion at present 
centres round technical details. The leaders 
of the two delegations, have annoanced their 
firm intention of strengthening the existing 
friendship between the two countries.
